NUMISMATIC BOOKS FROM THE LIBRARY OF P. J. SEABY 


The library of numismatic books formed by Peter Seaby has been collected by him over 
the past forty years or more. He is now disposing of that portion which consists 
principally of early works, many in fine bindings, whilst retaining other books more 
essential for current research. One important accession around which this collection has 
been based is a number of numismatic books from St Mary’s College, Oscott, Birm- 
ingham, which included the library of Daniel Henry Haigh (1819-79), the noted 
specialist on Anglo-Saxon coinage who lived at the college in his retirement. A further 
group was once in the library of Thomas Sharp (1693-1758), archdeacon of Northum- 
berland, most probably inherited from his father, John Sharp (1645-1714), archbishop 
of York, whose ‘Observations on the coinage of England’ provided material for several 
early works on British coinage. Books from both those sources are amongst these now 
offered for sale. All the books have the owner’s bookplate, and most of those that have 
been rebound, or expertly repaired, have received the personal attention of George 
Miller of Oswestry.
